“So far in this co ntro versy,” he 
added, “it appears to be the strat­ 
egy o f the Catho lics to kill free 
speech and co nstitutio nal actio n 
by hurling epithet ‘bigo t.’”

against the use o f federal funds 
fo r such services as scho o l buses 
in no n-public scho o ls. While Les­ 
inski, a Catho lic, has called the 
bill dead, so me co mmittee mem­ 
bers have pressed fo r hearings. 
Yesterday Rep. Sims (D-SC) 
lined up a bare m ajo rity o f the 
25-man gro up to o verride Lesin­ 
ski in a bid. fo r a co mpro mise. 
But as the ho ur fo r the m eet­ 
ing neared, there was so me do ubt 
whether Sims co uld ho ld his m a­

man. 
The co mmittee this week has 
been hearing scho o l and church 
spo kesmen in the info rmal ro und 
table sessio ns. 
Dawso n asso ciated with the 
Baptist public relatio ns co mmit­ 
tee, attacked the Catho lic po sitio n 
during yesterday’s sessio n. 
Liberty Invo lved 
“We believe o ur religio us lib­ 
erty is invo lved in this m atter,” 
he to ld the co mmittee. 
“There 
are 40,000,000 o r 50,000,000 Pro t­ 
estants in this co utnry who are 
interested in it.” 
His anno uncement that he was 
Quitting the sessio ns was issued 
later.

Dawso n said he “questio ned the 
co mpleteness” o f this statement, 
after which a co ngressman who se 
name he co uld no t remember said 
that anyo ne who bro ught up the 
religio us angle was a bigo t.

“thé 
chairman shut me o ff with the 
pro no uncement that he wo uld no t 
to lerate a discussio n o f the relig­ 
io us questio n.”

sideration.”

easy to figure. If it’s a prize in 
goods, you have to pay a tax 
eq uivalent to the value of the 
prize.

ahead 2 0 0 p er cent in this meas­ 
urem ent of industrial activity , 
the commission said. 
The announcement was based 
on p reliminary rep orts of the 
U. S. census of manufacturers, 
which comp ares manufacturing 
statistics of 1947 with 
those of 
1939. 
Greatest gains in both measur­ 
ing devices were 
comp iled 
by 
three Ohio counties—Ashtabula, 
Lawrence and Washington coun­ 
ties. 
State Geologist John H. Mel­ 
vin viewed the up surge of indus­ 
try in these three counties as a 
result of p ostwar interest in Ohio 
by the chemical industry . 
“Eastern Ohio,” Melvin 
said, 
“is underlain with rock salt and 
brines, and abundantly sup p lied 
with water coal, oil, natural gas 
and limestone—the most imp or­ 
tant raw materials for modern 
industrial chemistry . 
“These minerals, 
along 
with 
p lenty of low-cost electric p ower, 
furnish the foundation for much 
of today ’s manufacturing 
activ­ 
ity . Add good transp ortation, in­
